Klchard T. Merrick Dead. 

Washington, June 24.— Hon. Richard T. 
Merrick, who has been lying dangerously ill 
ime days past, is dead. He was flfty- 
levcn years of age and came from a well 
known Maryland family. 

When the war with Mexico broke out 
Merrick raised a company and did gallairt 
service during the war. Before the conclu- 
sion of the war he began the practice of law, 
and was also sent to the state legislature. 
Shortly before the late war he went to Chi- 
cago and formed a copartnership with a 
leading member of the bar of that city. Ht 
was a delegate from Illinois to the democrat- 
ic National convention of 18»50, and support- 
ed Stephen A. Douglas. 

In 1SB4 he removed from Chicago to Wash 
ington. In the twenty years he practiced 
law in Washington he held an eminent place 
at the bar, and has been engaged 
on some of the most important ca«es 
before the supreme court of the United 
States. He was one ot the principal coun- 
sel before the electoral commission, and in 
cent years was before the publi 
osecution of the Star-route cases 
He always maintained a controlling lnflu 
ice in t ie politics of Maryland, while his 
extended acquaintance with public men 
gave him promiuence in national politics.
